SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—Orders effective July 31, establish- 
ing a minimum wage ranging from $10 to $16 a week for the women 
and minors employed in California stores of all characters, were 
made public by the State Industrial Welfare Commission here to- 
day. More than 20,000 workers are affected. 

Apprentices under 18 years of age must be paid $10 and 18 
or over $12 a week. The $10 wage must be raised to $12 at the end 
of the first six months and $14 at the end of a year. The workers 
under the $12 initial wage must be raised to $14 at the end of the 
first three months and to $16 at the end of the next three months.

Adult apprentices in store offices must be paid §12 a 
week for the first three months, $14 for the next three months, and 
thereafter the regular $16 minimum. Apprentice minors in offices 
must be paid $10, $11, $12 and $14, respectively, for the first four 
periods of employment each of three months. Adult part-time 
workers must be paid 40 cents and minor part-time workers 36 
cents an hour. Adult special workers who are employed for a pe- 
riod of less than a week are entitied to not less than §$2.66% a day 
and minor special workers $2 a day. 

Millinery apprentices in mercantile establishments must be paid 
not less than $8 a week for the firet four weeks, $9 for the second 
four weeks and $10 for the third four weeks. The number of such 
apprentices is limited to one-third of the total force of the milli- 
nery workers.

FPOOLASH BOYOOTT. 

The boycott, first used by the Irish 
Land League against Capt. Boycott. has been 
found a strong weapon by China to direct 
against Japan, but it will hardly fall to be an 
effective instrument for the German labor.

No scach 
sympathy exists with the German Federa- 
tion of Labor's attempt to starve Hungary 
as a punishment for what it calls Admiral 
Horthy’s “white terror.” The admiral is 
the “lord protector and regent” of the land 
of the Magyars which was brought to such 
sore straite first by its ansociation with 
Germany and next by the fetgn of anarchy 
for which Bela Kun. the Bolshevist, was 
responsible. The admiral proved his worth 
during the war and later when he was called 
upon to restore order after the Communist 
looters and murderers had been forced out 
of power. It was charged that borrible 
atrocities were perpetrated by the admirals 
order on the working classes of Hungary 


and this is given as the cause for the Ger- 
man labor federation’s boycott. There is 
every reason to believe that the reports of 
“white terrorism” were largely manufac- 
tured out of whole cloth. The British gov- 
ernment, which has no reason to hide the 
facts, caused an inquiry to be made which 
indicated that the reports of atrocities were 
much exaggerated. Premier Lioyd George 
told the House of Commons, in fact, that the 
Hungarian government was maintaining or- 
der well, on the whole, “and was in no way 
indulging in political persecutions.”

HOMELAND FOR JEWS. 

Acceptance by Great Britain of the 
mandate for Palestine is considered so im- 
portant and significant that some of the 
Jews of Los Angeles arranged a great ccle- 
bration to commemorate it. There is rea- 
son for this enthusiasm because the British 
action means that the land once spoken of 
as flowing with milk and honey wil! become 
the homeland for the future Jewish nation. 
The Jews realize that the time is not ripe 
for the government of Palestine to be hand- 
ed over to them. They did not ask for it 
at the Peace Conference, but they did sug- 
gest that Great Britain be given the man- 
date and that the fyndamental principle of 
its government shall be the re-establishment 
of Palestine as the Jewish national home. 
This will be done, and it is a matter of such 
extreme gratification to the Zionists that 
the celebration example set by Los Ange- 
les is sure to be followed all over the coun- 
try. The British will have no soft snap in 
Palestine. The Turks, whose army they 
drove from the Holy Land, and the Arabs, 
who claim Palestine as part of their new 
state, look with no pleasure upon the new 
order of things. Emir Feisal, son of the 
King of the Hedjaz and ruler of Syria, has 
not stamped out his ambition to include 
Jerusalem in his country. Mustapha Kemal. 
leader of the Turkish Nationalists, has al- 
ready tried to get Feisal to dispute En- 
gland’s position, but the Arab leader is a 
man of much sagacity, and, disappointed 
though he fs at the turn events have taken, 
he shows no desire to get into trouble with 
the lion of the north. In addition to these 
matters France recently made territorial 
claims which, if acceded to, would affect the 
boundaries of Palestine. These and other 
problems will have to be settled by the 
British. 


AISING OUR STANDARDS. 

The High Cost of Living and the High 
Tastes of the Liver still hover dangerously 
above their base. But one observes that, 
while there is plenty of indignation at the 
greed of the seller and the cost of things, 
there is still no strong disposition to con- 
form the consumer's standards to his pre- 
war level. The average consumer has raised 
his standard of living with every leap of 
prices. Thousands of people whose tastes 
were formerly modest, whose tables were 
plain and wholesome, whose clothes were 
simple and neat, whose shoes were »ur- 
chased more for service than style, who re- 
garded silk hose as a special-occasion /ux- 
ury, have of late cultivated expensive tastes 
and come to regard what were once the 
occasional luxuries as imperative necessi- 
ties. 

Strikes for higher wages are more ofren 
brought to meet the higher cost of luxuries 
than to meet the higher necessary cost of 
living. The consumer himself has become 
an expensive person, for whom nothing but 
the best will do. He must have more pay, 
not to provide food or more clotbing, but 
to provide more expensive food and more 
elaborate clothing. 

In the women's departments of Industry 
that is particularly noticeable. No matter 
what her walk in life the average woman 
falways exceptions, of course] regards silk 
stockings at a minimum of $2.50 a pair, 
fashionable and expensive shoes, fanciful 
silk gowns, modish hats, silk underwear et 
al. as positively essential to her well-being. 
A few years ago these women were wearing 
modest apparel—and incidentally looking 
just as attractive in it. A strikers’ meeting 
nowadays is usually made up of people, 
male or female, who are dressing and liv 
ing to a much higher standard today than 
they would have dreamed of a few years 
ago. The higher the cost of things the 
more elaborate are their cravings. So they 
must have higher pay to meet their more 
expensive tasYes, the higher pay auto- 
matically making the tastes more expensive 
every time. 

We cannot repeat too often that the cost 
of living ultimately rests with the consum- 
er. Without the consumers’ recklessness 
and extravagance there can be precious [it- 
tle profiteering. So long as the consumer 
regards himself individually as a privileged 
person whose covetousness must be as- 
suaged, no matter what the price, that price 
is going to remain as high as the traffic will 
bear. The old law of supply and demand 
is still working overtime. Where is the 
man among us who won't charge as much 
as he can get for his product, whether that 
product be his labor or a commodity? When 


there is a surplus pf labor, down go wages. | 


— 


When there is a surplus of produc 
tion and a shortage of demand, jown 
so prices. 

Increased production ig necessary, 
but increased economy is demand- 
ed. Ig our tastes persist in keeping 
pace with production, if ouf wants 
and cravings increase with every ex- 
tra nickel we can cull, we have to 
one but ourselves to blame if the 
seller makes hay while the sun 
shines and reaps the advantage of 
our own greed. We can never get 
ahead of the game that way. Yet 
that is exactly what almost every- 
one is trying to do. We hear loud 
walls from various human sections 
of the community as each offers ‘ts 
particular claim to incfeased re 
muneration — yet investigation will 
show that these people have nearly 
all raised their standard of tastes 
and living with the rise in prices, 
that nearly all of them are better 
fed, better dressed, better housed 
than they were when prices were 
at the pre-war level. [There always 
are exceptions. 

Tastes as well as prices must get 
back to the prewar level and the 
former must lead the way. No fun- 
damental and permanent relief can 
be gained by forever raising wages 
so long as we continue forevér rais- 
ing our tastes and standards. The 
dog cannot consume his own tall, no 
matter how dizzily he may twirl. 
That new joke about the newly poor 
has precious little real significance. 
The newly poor are chiefly poor be- 
cause they have adopted the stand- 
ards of the pre-war rich. If every 
family would honestly and conscien- 
tiously reduce its demands to the 
level of five years ago and cut out 
all the newly acquired extrava- 
gances and frills prices would soon 
respond, bank accounts accrue—and 
the newly poor would become inde- 
pendent in a short space of time.

The De Wolf Collection. 

The world of art is full of happy 
accidents, from the biob or the crisp 
little vacant space in a water color 
to the discovery of lithography and 
etching. If you will remember, ft 
was the hasty jotting down of &a 
laundry bill on a convientent piece 
of soap-stone, no paper being at 
hand, that launched the lithograph 
on ite brilllant career. Fortunately 
the discoverer thought in picturer 
instead of laundry bfils, and so un- 
limited duplication became a bless 
ing and not a curse. 

Etching was discovered in the 
same careless manner. One Tom- 
maso Finiguerra, a Florentine gold- 
smith, practiced the Gecoration of 


. gold and silver plates by filling en- 


graved lines with black enamel. This 
was allowed to harden. Before fill- 
ing the engraved lines with enamel. 
however, it was his custom to rub 
soot and of! Into the incisions, that 
he micht obtain the effect before 
committing himself ftrrevocably. By 
chance be laid @ plate se prepared 
face downward on a sheet of paper. 
When he took it up he had the 
first impression of an engraved 
plate, or more truly the first im- 
pression of an etching, what ts now 
known as an artist's proof. Pres- 
ently everybody was doing it. 
“Though I am poor and cannot 
buy 

The rare, time-mellowed things of 
art.” 

the depletion of my purse does not 
dehar me from purchasing an oc- 
easional modern etching, and sume- 
times even one that has turned to 
gold in a collector's portfolio. Thus 
I may gather together wonderful 
reproductions of famous paintings. 
not seldom done by the famous 
painters themselves, who have often 
been prone to relax from the trush 
to the needle. From Rembrandt to 
Zorn, the painter-etchers have al- 
wavs existed. 

You do not. of course. find color 
in an etching o rengraving. But the 
beanty of art does not all lie in color. 
Mueh of it ie toherent in exquisite 
gradations of lines, in form, in mass- 
es. In tones. Much of tt consists ex- 
activ in what it suggests rather than! 
what it telle—in the fillin that it 
gives to one’s imagination. The etch- 
ing is an interpretation of nature, 
never an imitation, as a painting may 
sometimes become, and its charm 
dwells tn fts refined clusiveness. It 
hinte + things thaf ‘you, 
vourself, scover and explain. 
fence tt le vours auite as much as 
le the artist's. Therefore, too, it 
never bores you. 

Consider fits portability. ite con- 
venient compactness. It is so emall 
that vou may take it with vou wher- 
ever you go. In the bareness of vour 
hote] room vou may prop ft up on 
the cold writine desk, and thus dis- 
pel the general gloom. You may 
transfer it from one wall to anothet, 
of vou may put it away till the time 
af need. It is a= companionable as a 
book. as auietiv intimate ae a 
friend. as cheap as a dinner—chean- 
ov. you don’t Insist upen having 
a rare print. 

Don’t let yourself be hypnotized 
he the little word “rare.” A rare 
print may be the very one you 
shouldn't have. And why so? As a 
witty Frenehman once remarked, “A 


ten’t well done.” You see. when the 
etcher pulled off a print that seemed 
wneattafactory, he threw it aside and 
thought no more about it. He made 
me mere tmpresions from that de- 
fective riate. Then some enthumastic 
eoliectot happened upon the dis- 
carded impression. hailed it as 
rare—and there you 

Which ts not eaving that rare 
printe are net often 
wood. but t« merely warning you 
net te be misted be a shibboleth. 
Dean’t think that you can't be haprr 
with a print thet ien’t a “firet etate” 
or an =~“artist’s proof.” because 
ather «tates and other proofs are so 
imperceptibly Infertor that it takes 
an expert to note the difference.

Parisian Studica. 
Exactly five and a half years ago 
Fannie Duvall left Los Angeles for 
a sojourn of some years in Paris, 
Venice and Rome. This wag not 
first vieit, for she had already spent 
ten years in Paris, studying and 
painting. She came back six months 
ago, bringing with her many vivid 
impressions of Paris during the war. 
For she hastened to Paris from 
Venice in the spring of 1915, to 
cast her fortunes with the land she 
loved, and to work for it with might 
and main. 
These Parisian studies, with others 
from Versailles, Rome and Venice, 
are now on exhibition in the Friday 


Morning Club, to remain through 
June and a part of July. The most 
of them are in the dry, but sym- 


pathetic medium of pastel, about a 
dozen are in oll. The oils were done 
in Rome and in Venice. An equal 
number of sketches remain in Paria, 
where Migs Duvall sold them, thus 
not only helpine herself, but the 
needy women around her. For in 
those hard years everybody in Paris 
was poor, and everybody worked 
night and day for “the cause.” 
Toy-making became one of the 
recognized industries of the artists, 
French and Ameriean, who remained 
in Paria. The French children 
needed toys, so did the children of 
other fighting countries, and as 
Germany was no longer supplying 
them, it behooved the artists in 
France to get busy. Wonderful were 
the results. Such artistic toys had 
never been seen before in Paris, 
their realiam was touched with an 
exquisite fancy, they appealed to the 
imagination of the happy children 
who became their owners. At first 
all the profits went to the relief 
fund, though later the artists had 
to keep a for their own main<« 
tenance. or, ag I said, everybody 
was poor in Parts, and proud of it. 
Mias Duvall turned to the making 
of rag doll#. A dozen of these have 
been exhibited at the Friday Morn- 
ing Club—a dozen of the most en- 
chanting creations imaginable. Their 
faces and bodies are made of sateen 
that Mias Duval! has tinted the color 
of flesh. Their eyes are wide and 
inquiring, innecent as childhood it- 
self, their mouths are cherry red, 
their noses pointed and retrousse. 
their legs and feet modeled with 
consummate art. Their clothes are 
beautiful in color, texture and de- 
gign, and always appropriate to the 
wearers. Here are Alice, just step-

Miss Duvall believes t a painter 
should have complete change of 
soene every ten years or so, and if 
we are to judge from these studies 
the change from Les Angeles to 
Paris did her a tremendous lot of 
xood. They are very pure and fresh 
in color. pictures as well as studies, 
for each subject was carefully se- 
lected before the artist put a single 
«tick of pastel to paper. 

Paris and ite environs offer a hun- 
dred subjects at every turn. The 
gardens of the Luxembourg are in 


themselves ineéxhaustabie. So are 
the gardens 6f Marie Antoinette's 
“Ragatelle.”” Venice and Rome are 


perhaps miore difficult, but there Is 
always the new point of view, and 
Miss Duvall seems to have found it 
in every instance. The freshness and 
spontaneity of these impressions are 
amazing.

AIR RULES FOR 
YOSEMITE PARK 


Effect Right Now. 


No Passenger-Carrying Line 
is Authorized Yet. 
Morning and Evening are Best 
Time for Flight. 


For the behefit of those who con- 
template taking their vacation via 
‘Sirplane, it is interesting te know 
that there is now a regularly estab- 
lished landing field in Yosemite Val- 
ley, which has been used quite fre- 
quently of late. It has become so 
popular that the national park serv- 
ice of the Department of the Interior 
hae had to get up a set of rules and 
regulations for the use of the field. 
The temporary landing field in 
Yosemite Valley provides a fairway 
free from trees of approximately 
2000 feet in length, something over 
$00 feet of which can be utilized as 
actua] landing and take-off space. 
The fairway extends nearly due 
east and west and the landing space | 
la marked with a fixed “T”’ painted 
white. The landing field is at an 
elevation of approximately 4000 feet 
above the sea. Low-powered ships 
will, therefore, have difficulty in ris- 
ing and pilots are warned in this 
respect. High-powered, fast-climb- 
ing ships only should attempt to 
use the field. 
For the guidance and informa- 
tien of pilots desiring to wre the 
feld the following regulations have 
been promulgated: 
(1.) Carrying of gere—No 
air passenger-Carrying service into 
or within the park is authorized. 
Bhi he passengers who are 
either or indirectly. 
or tranaportation thus afforded «hal! 
not be permitted the ueed of the 
feld except In cate of forced land- 
ings Gue to @perating trouble. 

(2. Landingse—Landings may be 
made at any time, but pilots should 
hear in mind that the best timer to 
land are before 10 o'clock a.m. and 
after 6 o'clock p.m.

All of the G ear factories 
throughout the coum@try joined Los 
Angeles in celebrating the advent 
of this first tire. The big plants at 
Akron, O., Goodyear, Ct., Toronto, 
Can., and the cotton plantation at 
Phoenix, Ariz., announced the event 
with eight stentorian blasts of the 
whistie, one for the first California 
tire and seven for each thousand of 
daily production of tires to follow. 

The Angeles plant opens 
actual production with 2000 
employees, which will be tncreased 
to 9000 as the factory gets into full 
swing, with 7500 in the tire plant 
and 1500 in the cotton fabric mill.

From the North, the Hast, the Mid- 
die West questions of this ilk are pouring 
fim on officials of the Tractor and Implement 
Dealers’ Association of Southern Califor- 
nia. These men are going to stage an “In- 
door” tractor, implement and ‘tarm power 
exhibition beneath the oaks of Verdugo 
Park, Glendale. 

California was awarded the national trac 
tor show in 1920. Portland, Tacoma, Salt 
Lake, Kansas City, Chicago and other cities 
wanted this show, and men of these cities 


who were pulling for it wonder whether the 


Dlue California sky wil serve as a water- 
proof canopy for what is expected to be the 
greatest exposition of farm machinery ever 
held in the United States. But Southern 
Californians, who chafe at walls and roofs, 
know that it can be done. The Southern 
California September knows J. Pluvius more 
by reputation than by personal acquaint- 
ance. That month is one of the most beau- 
tiful in the Southland’s calendar. 

Guy H. Hall, manager of the last three 
national tractor shows, after signing his 
name to a contract to take charge of the 
great <alifornia exposition of power fartn- 
ing equipment at Glendale, September 13 
to 19. left for Kansas City on June 19 to 
further interest the exhibitors of States be- 
yond the Rockies in this exposition. He 


will return In a short time to open offices rs 


in Los Angeles and make preparations for 
handling exhibits and 125,000 visitors daily. 

Mr. Hall, President W. W. Rainey of the 
Tractor Dealers’ Association and members 
of the Tractor Site Committee of the organ- 
ization visited beautiful Verdugo Canyon 
and the wooded park; which lies between 
rolling foothills, and all expressed admir- 
ing approval of the selection of the site.

The farm-labor problem has reached a 
point where something must be done. Woe 
cannot produce and harvest our crops with 
the present shortage of labor: and. worst of 
all, the class of labor that the farmer must 
put up with will drive many a good farmer 
to farm just what he can take care of him- 
self. Why is it that the farmer must take 


this poor, inferior labor? Simply because) 


every other line of labor is paid more than 
the farmer can pay. 


The farmer should get such returns from 
his crop that he can pay the top wage, so 
he can get the best help available. Why 
should the farm help get lees wages than 
the railroad man, the carpenter or the me 
chanic? It has been said that the farmers 
should go on «a strike, and | think they 
would be more justified today in doing so 
than any other class of men in the United 
States. The railroad men did not have 
one-tenth the reason to go on a strike that 
the farmers have. The farmer works six- 
teen hours a day because he cannot get 
efficient help, and when harvest time comes 
big crops go to waste because he cannot 
handle them. 
| A year ago I tried the plan of hiring my 
regular help for a share of the crop, and 
it worked fairly satisfactorily till the time 
came when we needed extra help, and then 
we were up against it just like the wheat 
farmers in Kansas, where it is said 25 per 
cent of the wheat crop will be wasted be- 
cause sufficient help cannot be obtained to 
harvest it 

There is no other conclusion but that the 
wages that bave been paid in every other 
line of industry have been greater than the 
farmer could pay, and have drawn the help 
from the farm. Retter pay and less hours 
work in the cities leaves no help on the 
farm except such as other industries don't 
want. 

The farmer must be placed on an equality 
with other Andustries so that he can pay 
just as high wages as any other industry 
can pay; and the only way this can be 
brought about is by giving him more for 
hig produce or bringing down the high cost 
of living so wages will come down with it. 

There is just one solution and that is to 
make laws to control the profit between the 
producer and the consumer. There are too 
many profits and too large a profit between 
the producer and the consumer. For ex- 
ample, when we began shipping onions from 
the Coachella Valley the farmer receive’ 
$2 per crate or 4 cents per pound. Freight 
to Los Angeles would not exceed 50 cents

delivered Lose Angeles of 6 cents per 
pound. The retatier retailed them for 12 
cents, &@ profit of 7 cents for the m.ddle 
men. Two cents ought to be enough, and 
the retafler should have that.’

If we had such a law all the retailers 
would have to do would be to organize aad 
have a buying agency to buy all produce, 
which would be distributed to them at cost, 
and then the only profit there would need 
to be would be the retailers’ profit. The 
retailer can certainly handle the goods fcr 
half what the farmer can produce them for 
and prepare them for market, for the 
onions, crates and preparing for market 
cost the farmer 75 cents per crate. What 
did the producer have for his profit when 
recent shipments sold for 85 cents f.o.b. 
cars, many acres more not harvested? 

Ts it any wonder the farmers cannot pay 
the wages paid in other lines of industry’ 
The high cost of living will continue to 
soar unless the cost between the producer 
and the consumer ig reduced by making 
laws to contro! the amount of profit al- 
lowed. And while the high cost of living 
was being réduced to the consumer, the 
farmer would receive more than he now 
receives, so that he could get and pay for 
efficient help and plenty of it. Then he 
could produce greater crops, and suprly 
and demand would soon bring all things 
back ta a norma! condition.

AMMUNITION FOR USE 
| IN WAR ON HOPPERS. 


| Entomologists agree that the poison bran 
mash method is the best means of control- 
jing grasshoppers. The formula for this pol- 


son bait as recommended by H. C. Severin, 
State Entomologist, is as follows: 


Arsenic or paris green ........- 1 pound 
Black-strap feeding molasses .. 2 quarts 
Lemons oranges ..........«+. 6 fruits 


Thoroughly mix the bran and poison dry, 
care being taken to distribute the poison as 
uniformly through the bran as possible. 
Pour the molasses and grind the frwuii into 
about three gallons of water. After atir- 
ring well, sprinkle this liquid over the dry 
bran and poison which should be mixed 
vigorously With a hoe or rake during the 
process. If tho dry after all of this solu 
tion is used, add water slicwly, but not 
eneugh to prevent the mash from bres king 
into flakes when thrown from the hand. 

The bait should be broadcasted in the 
late afternoon or early morning, very thin- 
ly, over the infested flelds. Never put ‘t 
out on a dark, cool day. The formula civen 
above should make enough mash to cover 
six or seven acres of land. 

The best results can be obtained only 
when the eommunity ts on the lookout for 
the pest. It takes considerable time to ob- 
tain molasses and potson in large quanti- 
tles. Because of this it ie hoped that every 
farmer tn every community in the State 
will keep a close watch for young hoppers 
and report their findings immediately to 
the eounty agent. By so doing it will be 
possible to have poison and molasses avall- 
able for use in the infested districts before 
the crops are badly damaced.
